, no. Harrison is a Republican. His 


‘adherence to the party is more substan- 


tial than any resentment he might 
haye as to the way he had been 
treated. He has really a great deal of in- 
dependence and high spirit. He is aggressive 
and combative, but he would not take the 
némination, in my opinion, of his party if 
brought to him as its second choice. He is a 
peculiar being. While he does not seem to 
warm or enthuse individuals who call upon 
him and have conversation with him he is one 
of the most captivating speakers on the stump 
I have ever seen. When addressing the multi- 
tude his manner is warm and ardent, his 
eyes bright, bis gestures’ - forcible, 
and the whole man seems aroused. The 
fact is, Harrison is a man superior to the 
general run of candidates and executives. 
Upon a few questions he displays a high sensi- 
bility. When you see him before his old 
soldiers you see a man almost profoundly af- 
fected. It is also wrong to assume that his 
family prefer power and its emoluments to 
domesticity and self-respect. His son has 
done some licht things, but after all they are 
in the light of filial regard, and the father is 
particularly indulgent to his children and will 
not take a stern view of his son’s endeavors to 
help his own fortune.”

The Blaine Movement Gaining Strength 
Among the Delezates—J. Sloat Fassett 
for Temporary Chairman-—George R. 
Davis Named for Second Pliace—Southern 
Men Talk of the Troubles in Their Sec- 
tion of the Country—Other News of Fo- 
litical Interest, 

The early hours of yesterday found the 
rotunda of the Grand Pacific thronged with 
the political clan that filled the same tryst- 
ing place the previous day. There were 
delegates there from different points of the 
land, IIlinois politicians by the score, half a 
score of members of the Republiean 
National committee, anxious local states- 
men, and newspaper-men galore—all 
intent on making ovredictions and 
listening to prophecies anent the fast ap- 
proaching Minneapolis convention. On every 
hand the naine of Blaine was heard. 

Chairman Clarkson and his fellow members 
of the National committee constituting the 
Subcommittee of Arrangements took a late 
breakfast and then kept closely to their 
rooms, or indulged in little confer- 
ences among themselves. Gen, Nelson 
A. Miles callec on Mr. ‘Clarkson 
and J. Sloat Fassett during the morning and 
had a long cunfidential chat with them. Then 
Emmons Blaine, son of the man from Maine, 
visited Mr. Clarkson and was in close confer- 
ence with him. He said he had only dropped

in for a chat with his friends and that he 
knew nothing of his father’s chances. There 
appeared to be a full understanding between 
Mr. Blaine, Mr. Clarkson, Mr. Fassett, and 
the other gentlemen who were present at the 
John F. Scanlan, Special Agent of the 
Treasury, was another caller at the rooms of 
Mr. Clarkson.

The arrival of Senator Hansbrough sila in 
the day with dispatches that clearly outlined 
the magnitude of the Blaine sentiment in the 
Northwest was one of the features of the day. 
Tho question of the selection of a temporary 
Chairman was discussed, and J. Sloat 
Fassett was favorably mentioned for the 
honor, but the. committeemen had no opin- 
ions to express and the matter cannot be said 
to have received formal consideration. 

One thing was certain—the departifig visi- 
tors and managers were each and all tinged 
deeply with the Blaine sentiment—or with 
what they call the logic of t 
situation. After their departure the 
Blaine echo did not resound <>. 
abundantly through the corridors of the great 
hotel. Frank Hatton and a few others waited 
silently avout for later trains, but they talked 
what are known as generalities, 


For Second Place. 


In one of the rooms there was a little meet 
ing of Illinois Blaine adherents, who discussed 
the situation on the basis of a certainty 
that Blaine was as goal as nomi- 
nated, and they were consequently looking 
about for a good man for second place. Gen. 
Alger was discussed, and so was Jerry Rusk of 
Wisconsin. 

Then a name was mentioned, unexpectedly, 
that aroused enthusiasm greater even than the 
surprise it caused. The name was that of 
Col. George R. Davis of Chicago. Col. Davis 
has not been in politics for several years, and 
this fact added to the surprise that 
his name should have been mentioned as it 
was undoubtedly done without his knowledge. 
A good Western man is needed as a running 
mate for Mr. Blaine, it was argued, and that 
man should be an old soldier, and popular in 
his own State. Col. Davis is both, and his 
abilities as a political manager are of the 
highest order. Illinois furnished the running 
mate for Mr. Blaine eight years ago. One of 
Col. Davis’ intimate friends said last night: 

It Col. Davis had any knowledge what- 
ever of the use of his name I should have 
known it. I am for Blaine, and I am for Col. 
Davis, too, for anythmg he wants, but this is 
the first I have heard of this matter.”’ 

Thus ended the Davis boom for the day, 
but it may be heard of again.

The Peppery Efitor Frees Bis’ Mind— Nei- 
ther Blaine Nor Harrison Suits Him. 
Frauk Hatton says: : 


I believe the mer oe are — 
Aa ien and whe out thay and for Blaine can 
defeat the former and nominate the 
lattef at Minneapolis, unless Mr Blaine 
should have a pain in his head or stom- 
ach between this moment and the 
meeting of the convention. I have seen a 
great amount of mysterious winking on the 
part of some of the alleged Kingmakers, 
but I have seen none of them frank enough to 
say to the delegates whose votes they must 
have to succeed in their plan of campaign 
that they have had the slightest intimation 
from Mr. Blaine that he will accept or decline 
if he should be given the nomination. There 
should not be so much of the trick-mule ele- 
ment in a national convention. The delegates 
and the people should be dealt with fairly. 
In view of the fact that a nominating con- 
vention is always followed by an election, it is 
not a very inspiring sight to see a. great party 
gathering in a National convention and all 
the talk of the so-called bosses confined to two 
possible candidates—one a man whom a large 
number of these same managers say cannot be 
elected if nominated; the other a man who, it 
is said, is physically incapacitated for the 


worry of a canvass and the laborious duties 


of the office if elected. 


But there are no other candidates talked 1 


about.“ 

That is just what I said; but why shouldn't 
there be? Suppose Mr. Blaine should defeat 
his present chief and be nominated; do you 
suppose the humiliated administration and 
its friends are going to put through sleepless 
nights to elect the ticket? Politics is not a 
thing of tears and sentiment. It is cold- 
blooded, with a kuife up its sleeve and a razor 
in its boot.

DEPEW ON HARRISON. 


HE THINKS THE PRESIDENT wei 
BE RENOMINATED. 


Reasons He Gives for His Belief—He Holds 
That Blaine Is the Only One Who Can 
Affect His Chances and That He Only 
Can Do It by Withdrawing His. Letter 
to Clarkson— Why He Considers Harri- 
son Strong—The Situation in New York 
State. 

Chicago’s adopted son, Chauncey M. Depew,’ 
reached this city by a special train yesterday 
afternoon, accompanied by his wife and sons, 
W. K. Vanderbilt, Gen. Husted, and a corre- 
spondept of the New York Tribune. 

The party registered at the Auditorium and 
Depew entered his first complaint. He was 
surprised to find the hotel accommodations of 
this city inadequate to the demand. But he 
readily conceded that it was a difficult matter 
for a city like Chicago to accommodate the 
calls made upon it ly by the whole world. 
After dinner, that is to say about 8:80 p. m., 
the gifted son of New York entertained mem- 
bers of the press of Chicago with reminiscences 
of journalism, with estimates of the news- 
paper workings of hia own city, with a pro- 


gram of his business in this city, the tame 


being railroad matters in connection with the 
Chicago and Northwestern and St. Paul and 
Omaha interests. He said that he would not 


be in politics before Saturday morning of 


this week. Beginning on that day he intended 
to devote a week saving the country, com- 
mencing in Minneapolis. 

The doctor said he was billed to address the 
Press club of Minneapolis the first night and 
that he had received a letter from one of the 
Minneapolis churches asking him to attend 
church in that city Sunday. The letter con- 


tained a postscript to the effect that the last 


prominent railroad man who attended that 
church left a large contribution tacked onto 
the doxology. This last invitation the doc- 
tor has not accepted. Monday evening he 
will dedicate the convention hall. Tuesday 
night he will be the recipient of a banquet 
tendered by the sons of the Empire State who 
are now living in Minneapolis. 

Having outlined his course thus far, Dr. 
Depew then proceeded to rehearse the speech 
which he will deliver at the convention next 
Thursday when he arises to place Gen. Har- 
rison’s name before the convention for Presi- 
dent. Before giving his speech in full Dr. 
Depew said parenthetically that he would 
Thursday night join in the hoop-ia of the con- 
vention incident to the nomination of Mr. 
Harrison by acclamation, and that he would 
be in Chicago the Friday following for the 
purpose of diagnosing the situation and tell- 
ing what will, happen in November. 

From this point the doctor proceeded to 
speak the piece above referred to. Shorn of 
that sort of sarcasm in which Dr. Depew loves 
to revel, the speech is as follows, substantially:

It has been found that most of the victims, 
including three men who lost their lives while 
bravely engaged in the work cf rescue, died of 
suffocation, being overcome by the fatal gases 
which pervaded the entire mine. The preés- 
ence of these noxious vapors greatly retarded

mine it was extremely hazardous for any one 
to enter the burned , and as alread 
mentioned some of the rescuers succumb 
to the fatal —

FIFTY PERSONS. TORN AND LACER- 


ATED BY TRE ANIMAL. 


He May Die — Fred Ristau Tries to 


Choke. the Brute, but Is Forced to Let 
Go—After an Hour's (hase the Police 
Finally Corner the Dog in a Barn and 
Fill Him Full of Lead. 

A black Newfoundland dog, foaming at the 
mouth and showing every symptom of rabies, 
created a panic in the northwestern part of 
the city yesterday afternoon. For an hour he 
ran through street and alley, dashed through 
stores and yards, biting the children, men, and 
animals who | or came in his way. Fifty 
persons were bitten, most seriously in- 
jured of whom are:

Their screams attract- 
ed the. attention of Police Officer Jerold 
Green, but before he could reach the corner 
a dozen excited men ran up and told him that 
a mad dog was biting every one in the neigh- 
borhood. Green ran after the dog, chasing it 
down Nobie street to the Chicago and North- 
western tracks, At this point he lost sight of 
the animal, which ran to the corner of (hi- 
cago and Milwaukee avenues. Here it at- 
tacked Ferd Ristau, who made 3 gallant 
effort, even at a personal sacrifice, toend the 
brute’s career. The animal sprang at bis 
neck, but he grasped it by the throat and en- 
deavored to throttle it, His efforts were in 
vain, and in less than a minute his hands, 
arms, and legs were so badly lacerated that 
he was forced to release his bold. 
Ristau’s wounds were so deep that in places 
the bonés were visible. He was bitten in 
seven places en the right hand, three times on 
the left, and the calves of both legs were ter- 
ribly torn. 

Inflicted Possibly Fatal Injuries. 

Down Milwaukee avenue to Cornelia street 
and iato an alley in the rear of No. 582 Milwau- 
kee avenue, where little Willie Kirchoff was 
playing, ran the dog. It seized the boy by the 
back of the head and tore his scalp, biting the 
little fellow’s back and arms in an awful man- 
ner. The child was carried into the house by 
his mother. who heard his screams, and sum- 
moned Dr. Herz, The doctor said the boy 
was badly hart and might not live. 

Pursued by 200 men and boys armed with 
clubs and stones the dog ran out to Augusta 
street, biting Paul La Ferre and Frank 
Krayska as he ran: Krzyska was in the act of 
setting his watch when the brute sprang at 
him, A piece of flesh the size of a 9 
dollar was torn out of La Fevre’s forehead, 
above the eye, and his breast was badly 
laceratea. ~ The dog turned inte Milwaukee 
avenue, followed by a shower of stones. Run- 
ning through Joseph Stemer’s grocery store, 
No. 643 Milwaukee avenue, it buried its fangs 
in the hana of E. Nuhn, mangling it in two 


places. 

Johw Beyska, No. 22 Coblance street, was 
dog’s next victim, Both of his were 
bitten. A portion of the calf of Christian 
Iverson’s left leg was torn out as he was walk- 
ing up the avenue. A horse owned by James 
Du Plain, Nos. 29 and 31 Cornell street, had 
its nostrils torn away. Victor Lefebyre was 
unioading bricks in front of No. 63 Augusta 
street when the dog dashed uptohim and 
made a jump for his head. The skin on his 
forehead was torn and he may lose the sight 
of his left eye. His chest was also lacerated. 
By this time Sergt. Gainor and Ot. 
cer Joerudt had joined in the pur. 
suit. The dog dashed through alleys and 


cross-streets, and many people whose names 


could not be learnea were bitten. Twenty- 
five dogs were attacked, and it kept the offi- 
cers busy complying with the requests of peo- 
ple to shoot them. Green had by this time 
drawn his tevolvér and fired two shots at the 
dog. One struck him; injuring him slightly. 
After a chase that lasted an hour the police 
drove the animal into a barn in 
the rear of No. 621 Milwaukee avenue The 
officers climbed to the hay loft by a ladder, 
and Sergt. Gainor then dropped to the barn 
floor. The animal made a jump tor him, but 
the officer secured a for??.pronged pitehfork 
and pinioned the dog to tne floor, while Green 
and Joerudt from above poured a volley of 
lead into its body. A large crowd had con- 
gregated about the bari and when it was an- 
nounced that the animal had been killed every 
one cheered. No one knows to whom the ani- 
mal belonged. } 

All the injured were cared for as speedily as 
possible. Their wouuds were cauterized and 
they were sent to their homes.

In Alexander County Destit ution Exist 
Families Living in Box- Cars. 

AxxA, III., June 1.—[Special.|—The main 
body of the Mississippi River, after falling 
about fourteen feep frem its highest stage, has 
again commenced to rise. The situation in 
the lowland of this (Union) county remains 
practically unchanged, the water having re- 
ceded but little from the overflowed portions. 
Farmers who had expected td bé able to plant 
late corn are much discuuraged. While heavy 
financial loss has been sustained, there is no 
report in this county of physical want and suf- 
fering. Farming in these bottoms 
in conducted generally on a large 
scale and the heavy \ losers from the 
floods are well-to-do people. Farm laborers 
and poor renters have simply —— to the 
hills aud secured work in rry fields 
and elsewhere. Advices from the upper por- 
tion of Alexander County, however, show a 
different state of affairs; the overflow there 
has proven far more eneral and destructive. 
Several hundred families are reported in a 
destitute condition and in need of food and 
shelter, Some provisions and money have 
been sent to these people from St. 
Louis and 5 The track of the Grand 
Tower Carbondale. railroad between 
McClure a East Girardeau is washed away 
and trains are not runging. At East Cape 
Girardeau box cars are being used as dwellings 
and the people are living on fish. Much deati- 
tution is reported at this point and a letter re- 
ceived from there today says that a famine 
must surely follow unless aid comes from 
other sources. Heavy rains, which have been 
falling during the last few days, add to the 
misery of the sufferers. 


PITIABLE IN THE EXTREME. 


Further Reports of Destitution In Alexan- 
der County—food and Clothing Needed, 
Catao, III., June 1. —[Special. By degrees 
the actual condition of the people in the 
northwestern portion of Alexander County 
and Missouri opposite is becoming known, 
and it is pitiable in the extreme. The Missis- 
sippi River had begun to fall and a small por- 
tion of the submerged farm lands were being 
freed, only to show how compiete had been 
the ruin of the wheat crop. Now the river is 
rising again and hope for a corn crop must be 
abandoned, as the season will be too late by 
the time the water runs off. The suffer- 
ers near Wheatland embrace more 
than 100 families, fully 500 people, 
who were mostly tenants. They have 
lost absolutely everything. Provisions were 
sent them from here last week, but only 
enough for immediate needs. Walter Warder 


and Reed Green, members of the lass Legis- 


ture, were the committee in charge of the 
relief expedition and say that unless the peo- 
ple receive substantial aid much suffering will 
ensue. A letter from Thebes this afternoon 
says the distress in that vicinity is increasing 
and will continue to increase until the water 
is all gone. Supplies of food will be 
from here, but ny ee aid is

There is a large quantit iy of snow on the ground 
in the two Dakotas and Minnesota. In some 
piaces in South Dakota the snow is over ten feet 
deep.

The conven- 
tion then adjourned.

DROPPING THE SILVER DOLLAR. 

In his speech Tuesday last Senator Sher- 
man of Ohio stated some important facts in 
the histery of the silver dollar. He said it 
was dropped from the coinage in 1873, and the 
trade dollar substituted for it, on ‘the repre- 
sentations and petition of the Legislature 
of California, the people of that and the other 
silver-mining States wanting to transport 
their silver to China. At that time the silver 
dollar was obsolete, dead, and buried. No 
one wanted it, and it was unfair and unmanly 
to arrdign the gentlemen who had charge of 
the bill that had demonetized silver. The 
only trouble about that law was that Senators 
were not as wise as the Almighty and could 
not see ahead. If it had been known that 
silver was going to fall so rapidly the speaker 
would have kept the silver dollar and put it on 


the same footing as the fractional silver. 


Senator Sherman might have added that 
the practical demonetization of the silver 
dollar was accomplished twenty years earlier, 
and that it was not demonetized in theory till 
long after 1873. The act of 1853 was a prac- 
tical abandonment of the double standard in 
the United States, and was clearly defined to be 
so by Mr. Dunham, who had charge of the 
measure in its passage through the House. 
He said: Gentlemen talk about a double 
standard of gold and silver as a thing that 
exists and that we propose to change. We 
have had but a single standard for the last 
three or four years. That has been and now 
is gold. We propose to let it remain so and 
adapt silver to it, to regulate it by it.” The 
act of 1853 contains no reference to the silver 
dollar, which had disappeared from circnula- 
tion years previously, With no complaint 
about ite absence. The act dealt only with 


the standard coin, and to make these new 
silver coins applicable and convenient not 
for large but for small transactions.” And 
Mr. Skeiton (of New Jersey) uaid: ‘* The main 
object of the bill is to supply small silver 


and half-dimes. The bill does not propose to 
change the value of the gold currency; it 
does not propose to disturb the sere dg 
value now in existence throughout the n- 
try. Gold is the only standard of value by 
‘which all property is now measured; it is 
virtually the only currency of the country.”’ 
In reviewing this legislation Prof. Laughlin 
says: “ The act of 1853 tried and condemned 
the criminal, and after twenty years of waiting 
for reprieve the executioa only took place in 
18783. But he subsequently calls attention to the 
fact that silver was not driven out of circula- 
taon by the act of 1873. That measure omit- 
ted the dollar of 41244 grains which had not 
been in virculation for twenty-five years. Up 
to that date there had. been coined of those 
for purposes of circulation only $1,- 
439,457, and these were coined before 1806. 
Yet the legal tender power of the silver dollar 
was not taken away by that measure. It was 
simply omitted from the list of coins to be is- 
sued in the future. Whatever silver dollars 
were then in existence were a legal tender to 
any amount after the act had passed, though 
no more of them could be coined.. The silver 
dollar was not demonetized till June 22, 1574,

** iniquity,” and began to hunt for arguments 
which they could impose upon the country as 
reasons for demanding the free coinage-of sil- 
ver. In this search they did not restrict them- 
selves to truths. They gathered a number. of 
rank falsehoods, which they have since ped- 
dled out in support of their miserable pita for 
partial repudiation. 


AN UNJUST ATTACK ON THE PRESIDENT. 
Tuesday was a day of national fasting and 
prayer among the colored people. They gath- 
ered together in this and other places to ask 
for divine intervention to free them from the 
constant injustice from which they suffer at 
the South. A speaker at one of the Chicago 


gatherings, instead of praying for relief from 


above, attacked the President for not furnish- 
ing it. He said: 

The Constitution is not obeyed. The President 
of the United States, who took a solemn oath be- 
fore God and the people to obey and enforce the 
Constitution, has failed to do either, so far as the 
colored people's rights are concerned. To a com- 
tnittee of colored meh who waited on the Presi- 
dent to ask executive interferance the world was 
astounded by the State’s rights plea of a -Repub- 
lican Presidents Yet the history of the United 
States records the awful fact that inder the same 
Constitution, in ante-bellum days, a fugitive slave 
law was passed, which gave the slaveholder a 
right to seize his slave under the shadow of 
Bunker Hill monument. How is this? Somebody 
please answer this perplexing question, which in 
one case gives the right to capture a slave in free 
territory, and in the other case refuses the right 
to protection under the plea of anconstitution- 
ality. 

These statements are a perversion of the 
facts und display discreditable ignorance. A 
committee of colored men valied on the Pres- 
ident last month and asked him to lay before 
Congréss the subject of outrages on colored 
men in certain localities. In his reply he 
stated that all who had read his addresses. and 


official papers must know that he had felt the 


reproach which lawlessness had brought upon: 


some communities and that he had appealed 
to law-abiding men of ail creeds and colors to 
put an end to these continual outrages to 
which the colored men were subjected. Then 
he added: 

I have not time to explain to yon the limita- 
tions of the Federal power further than to say 
that, under the Constitution and laws, I am, in a 
large measure, without the power to interfere for 
the prevention or punishment of these offenses. 
You will not need to be assured that the Depart- 
ment of Justice will let no case pass that is one of 


Federal jurisdiction without the most strenuous. 


endeavors to bring the guilty persons to punish- 
ment. 


This is what is spoken of as the State’s 
rights plea ofa Republican President. It 
is a statemer t of the law as laid down by the 
Supreme Court, which has said that there can 
be no Federal intervention except where the 
rights of colored men are invaded by the 
unfriendly legislation of a State. But if the 
outrages perpetrated on blacks are the acts 
of private individuals, then, even though they 


are unpunished, and everybody knows that 
they will remain unpunished, the General Gov- 


erninent cannot interfere. The Supreme 
Court has said that, and the President cannot 
overrule its decision. He has done all that he 
ean to protect the colored men in their rights. 
His critic could do no more than he has were 
he President. 

The speaker was a clergyman and ought to 
be an educated man. Yet he said that he 
could not understand why the right to protec- 
tion should be denied on the ground of un- 
constitutionality. If he will study thé form 
of government of the United States he will 
find that while he lives in Chicago he must 
look to the State of Illinois for protection, and 
not to the General Government. If any one 
invades his rights he must look to the State 
for redress. If he invades the rights of others 
the State will punish him. If all colored men 
are as ignorant of the system of American 
government as the speaker at Tuesday’s meet- 
ing there ought to be a little missionary work 
done among them, so that they may be en- 
abled to place the responsibility for what they 
suffer on the right parties and not on the 
President. N

This denunciation in 1892 of an act passed in 
1873 and repealed in 1878 is prompted by re- 
gret that the resumption of 1879 was not on 
the basis of the stumptail silver dollar, worth 
87 cents then, and which has since declined 
gradually to 67 cents, These people are angry 
because the unit of the currency is not the 67- 
cent dollar and because silver monomctallism 
does not prevail, as in Mexico and India, Why 
do they regret the fact that that contemptible 
and disgraceful system is not in vogue? Be- 


. cause they are dishonest at heart and want a 


currency which will enable men to cheat their 
creditors, permitting the former to scale down 
their debts one-third, and yet keep the ered- 
itors’ property. What a spectacle this great 
republic would present to the nations of the 
world were it to do business on the bobtail 
silver 67-cent basis! But that is what the 
„houorable Kentucky Democrats mean, if 
their declarations mean anything, ana if the 
free silver votes of their representatives have 
any significance. 

The Kentuckians wind up by expressing 
what they call a “solemn conviction ” that the 
Democratic party alone can furnish a proper 
solution of the currency question.

MOB VIOLENCE IN THE SOUTH. 

For the information of the Chicago Herald, 
which just now is engaged in apologizing for 
the wholesale lynchings of negroes in the 
South upon the false plea that nine out of ten 
of them are lynched for yrape, we subjoin the 
following statement of the operations of mob 
law for the month of May just closed: There 
have been reported during the month 31 cases 
of lynching. Of these 31 were in the Southern 
States, O in the Northern. Of these 31 cases 
26 were negroes and 5 were whites. Of the 
5 whites one was lynched for murder, one for 
seduction, and three for advising murder. Of 


the 26 negroes 7 were lynched for rape, II for 


murder, and eight for robbery. There were 
but three Southern States which vere not 
characterized by the usurpation of justice— 
Kentucky, Virginia, and Missouri. 

That the crime of rape is prevalent among 
the negroes admits of no quéstion if we as- 
sume that all those who are lynched for it are 
guilty, and no one will haveany sympathy for 
the wretches, but that, nine out of ten are 
lynchea for that crime is false, and the Her- 
ald knows it. Last month seven were lynched 
for rape and nineteen for other offenses, and 
this proportion substantially will hold good 
for the last ten years. This is bad enough, 
but it does not afford any excuse for gross 
misstatements on the one hand or for the con- 
demnation of a race because of the acts of in- 
dividuals on the other, If the Herald has any 
liable information as to the number of 
lynchings let it produce it and present name, 
date, and place. Give us the facts and Tue 
TRIBUNE will do likewise. 

The Governor of Georgia, where lynching 


| has become very common, does not share the 


apologetic spirit of the Herald. He has been 
moved by an outrageous act of mob violence, 
the hanging of: three negroes at once near 
Clarksville who were suspected of robbery, 
but against whom there was no proof, to de- 
vlare that he will puta stop to lynching if the 
State will give him the necessary power, and 
he has authorized the Secretary of State to 
offer a.reward of $200 for the arrest of all 
persons who participate in affairs of this kind. 
Whether his proclamation will stop lynching, 
however, remains to be seen. It is questiona- 
ble whether public sentiment is yet ripe 
enough to give a negro the benefit of trial in 
the courts so long as a .tree and a rope are 
handy. He is only “a nigger,” and even if 
he is the wrong “nigger” it makes little 
difference. The Governor of South Carolina 
does not feel like apologizing for mob 
violence, either. Last week he was appealed 
to by some citizens of Gray Court to investi- 
gate the’ lynching of David Shaw, a negro, 
who was charged with stealing forty dollars’ 
worth of goods from a store. His accusers 
took him away from the constable and killed 
him entirely upon suspicion. It is not the 
first time complaints have been made to him 
of the hanging of negroes upon suspicion, 
and in his impatience the Governer remarked 
that he supposed men would soon be hanged 
for cursing one another. 

Granted the prevalence of crime among the 
negroes, granted that the offenders deserve 
punishment and are not entitied to sympathy, 
and granted that the odious crime of rape is 
a common one there is something wrong with 
the courts, something wrong with the opera- 
tions of the law, and something wrong with 
public sentiment in the Southern States when 
the record of a single month shows that twen- 


ty-six negroes were lynched and but four 


hanged in those States. There is nothing po- 
litical in this wretched business. It -is purely 
a question of education. Education for the 
negroes on the one hand to lift them up from 


crimes which grow out of besotted ignorance; 


education for the whites on the other that 
shall make them observant of law and that 
shall make them demand that no pergon shall 
be deprived of life, liberty, or property with- 
out due process of law. The best citizens of 
the South deplore this violence and law- 
breaking. Education is the only remedy that 


can reach the evil among the masses. 


Ax English paper calls attention to the ro- 
cent great increase in the consumption of tea 
grown in British India and on the Island of 
Ceylon.

this will result in a great increase of consump- 
tion in the United States, Ceylon has sub- 
scribed a considerable sum of money for this 
purpose, and an earnest appeal has been made 
in India for funds which it is thought will be 
furnished in time to make a good display. 
With all, this it may be remembered that 
Japan is also coming to the front as a tea pro- 
ducer, and that its product is preferred by 
many consumers in this country to the Chi- 
nese article which so long controlled the 
market, China is falling behind in the race, 
and largely because of the nefarious methods 
which have been introduced into the business 
there in recent years. 


Ir is widely feared that the excessive rain- 
fall of last month in the United States will be 
followed by a small crop yield of the cereals. 


Some light may be thrown on the subject by 


reference to the statistics of yield in other 
years which were marked by excessive rain- 
fallin May. The fall this year was 6 inches, 
distributed over 2L. days. In 1888 6.22 inches 
fell in 20 days. In 1888 the record showed a 
total of 7.32 inehes in 18 days, and for 1873 
the fall was 7 inches in 16 days. Stating the 
erops in round millions of bushels the case 
may be thus presented: For 1873 wheat, 281, 
being larger than the one preceding, but much 
smaller than the next following year: corn, 
932, much the smallest of any year 
since 1869, with the single exception of 
1874, the crop for which was 850; 
oats 270, or a fair average crop for those days; 
potatoes 106, which, with about the same 
quantity in 1874, constituted much the small- 
est record of any year since 1868. For 1883 
the wheat record stands at 420; while tne crop 
next preceding and the one following each 
exceeded 500; corn 1,551, also. below the aver- 
age, but hardly so much so as in the case of 
wheat; oats 571, which was above the average, 
-and potatoes 208, which was the largest yield 
of many years. For 1888 the wheat record 
was 416, preceded by 456 and followed by 491; 
corn 1988, which was a good yield, being much 
larger than that of 1887 or 1886; oats 702, also 
a large yield, and potatoes 202, which was the 
largest crop since 1883 until we reach that of 
last year. It thus appears that excessive 
rain in May, with the low temperature 
usually accompanying it, nas been three times 
followed by a wheat crop consid#tably below 
the average, twice by an unusually large yield 
of potatoes, and that the result has not been 
eo unfavorable to corn as is feared by many 
will be the case this season. It may be noted 
that in 1883 and 1888 the exports of wheat and 
flour showed a decided falling off in volume 
from that of the year preceding, a fact which 
may be considered in connection with the 
theory that the weather conditions in Europe 
are generally the opposite of those prevailing 
here when the latter are abnormal. It should 
not be forgotten in discussing the ,robabili- 
ties for this year that May was marked by an 
almost utter absence of sunshine, while in the 
other years named the sun shone frequently 
between clouds and showers.

Tun Springfield (Mass.). Republican has 
brought forward the views expressed in 1851 
by the Rev. Frederick W. Robertson, one of 
the ablest and most devout of English divines, 
when the question was being discussed whether 
the Crystal Palace should be opened Sundays.

Because the law should not forbid a sort of 

_recreation for the poor man in public gardens 
and picture galleries which the rich man has 
freely allowed himself in private gardens and 
galleries with no protest whatever from the 
clergy.“ 2. Because he was opposed to the 
multiplying of enactments beyond what is es- 
sential, ‘*‘ which tempts human consciences to 
transgressions, for it is a transgression whgn 
a man does a thing which he thinks wrong, 
even though it be not abstractly wrong.” 3. 
Because he believed: that the exaltation of such 
laws into the rank of a moral law eternally 
binding “has always been the first step toward 
relaxing the reverence for that which is 
moral. The application is to the point: 


So the Pharisees were scrupulous about tithing 
mint, anise, and cummin, but for justice and 
truth they cared little. They were furious about 
a transgression of the fourth commandment, but 
they allowed a. man to be as proud, selfish, and 
tyrannical as he pleased. So now he found the 
church speaking of God's sending a judgment on 
the nation for a Crystal Palace, while ignoring 
the real damning sins of social life among the 
upper classes and nobility. The church was 
holding up “ hands of pious indignation when a 
train runs by, while more than one religious 


| person in this town drives regularly to church 


on fine days as well as wet.” “Why are they 
touched to the quick only when the desecration 
of the Sabbath puts ona ‘valgar’ form?’ And 


the answer is that scrupulosity about laws posi- 


tive goneraily slides into laxity about the eter- 
nal laws of right and wrong.“ 

There is considerable material in these 
views of Dr. Robertson for reflection on the 
part of the Sabbatarians. No one will ques- 
tion his ability or his piety. 


Ir is unfortunate that the erection of the 
Art Institute Building on the Lake-Front 
should be stopped, though Judge Tuthill’s 
opinion is in accordance with the law. The 
Legislature said, substantially, that no build- 
ing should be put up on that ground without 
the consent of the property-owners. One of 
them seems to prefer that the ground should 
be a tramps’ paradise rather than the site of.a 
stately art building. There is no accounting 
for tastes. There are ways in which this ob- 
stacie can be removed, but probably not in 
time for the edifice to be erected by the open- 
ing of the Fair. That being the case the di- 
rectors will not be called on to contribute the 
$200,000 which they had agreed to in consid- 
eration of the use of the building during next 
year, and some other place will have to be 
found for the meeting of the World’s Con- 
gresses. It is hinted that the probabilities are 
that the Art Institute people will look for an- 
other site and erect aless expensive edifice. 
That would be a misfortune for the city. It 
may be better to await the meeting of the 
Legislature and see what it can do to fix mat- 
ters up and dispose of the one recalcitrant 
property-owner. 3

MARTIAL LAW THE ONLY SETTLEMENT. 


Maj. Wolcott Lays His Scheme Fefore 
Senator Manderson—Iinvasion Denied. 

Omana, Neb., June 1,—([Special.]—Maj. 
Wolcott, one of the prisoners under military 
surveillance at Fort Russell for leading the 
Wyoming invaders, was in Omaha Saturday 
last. He took a flymg trip with Senator 
Manderson as far as Chicago, returned, and 
was in Omaha Decoration day. He was 
closeted with friends talking up his plan to 
get all the cattle country placed under 
martial law. His idea has been that Gov. 
Barber should take this action, but believ- 
ing that the authority to do 80 
comes only from the President he 
urgently appealed to the army officers who 
had charge of him for an opportunity to state 
his case. They consented to allow him to 
come to Omaha to put the matter before the 
Senator. It is Maj. Wolcott's behef that no 
one is at present safe in Wyoming; that the 
bloodshed is not yet begun; and that martial 
law is the only settlement of the whole affair. 
Maj. Wolcott proceeded direct to Cheyenne 
and Fort Russell after his visit to Omaha and 
is again in confinement with his brother cat- 
tie kings and their employés. 

While he was here rumors came from Doug- 
las of invading — of Texans and Mexi- 
cans stealthily being shipped into Johnson 
County by cattle barons and of a courier be- 
ing sent to warn the people of the Powder 
River County invasion.
